On the 8th Inst., before a large 
good naturcd, expectant, curious, 
and to a certain degree, appre- 
ciative audience, Mi. Cadw.illader 
Washburne, of Minnesota, gave his 
experiences in the fat Fasi as com 
pauion and artist to bis brother, a 
war correspondent during the 

Russo-Japanese war. The lecture 
was delivered before the Clerc 
Literary Association, of Phila- 
delphia. There were over one 
hundred deaf poisons in the audi- 
ence, mostly attracted there by the 
glamour of one who has the' pre 
possessing personality of apparent 
youth, wealth, high social con- 
nections and a mind broadened by 
college education and extensive 
foreign travel. 

Beside all this was conventionally 
encased in the attire of a profes- 
sional lecturer, including thai 
<]tta tio», or indispensable append- 
age, a wide and immaculate expanse 
of duly boiled, staiched, and polish- 
ed shirt front, which would have 
fascinated both old Queen Kess 
and her famous imported Dutch 
laundress into acute tits of genuine 
verdant envy. Naturally the in- 
troduction to his audience was 
cordial, as was also the vote of 
thanks which was unanimously 
shower.-d on him at the com-, 
of the lecture. D.spite this I '.. 
was plain that the personal a 
tive of the lecturer did not meet 
expectations. Of course, one does 
not like to criticise a thing like 
this, especially as the lectin, 
given voluntai 
sensibly a 

finding ; and that the month 
gift horse is never to bo Inspected 
with impunity — the fastidious In- 
spector's nose running the iisk of 

boim.' Sutton off, or himself being 

kicked into smithereens. We mean 
no disrespect, to the young gentle- 
man, neither do we mean to dis 
courage him in future undertakings 
of the kind.

hit the mark of a ool'ege audience,

Reasoning from analogy like a 
book : if you can't understand il. 
why then a tempt to read it ; if yon 
can't understand his lecture, why 
then should you attend it. Mr 
Washburne proceeded on the tlmoiy 

here was nothing wrong in 
presuming too much on the intel- 
ligence and information pos» 
by his audience, oblivious t-' the 
fact that probably more than R 
ty-tive per cent of it was composed 
of those who never enjoyed the 

same opportunities of acquiring a 

higher education. 

Instead of a discourse on the 
main events of the war be 
Russia and Japan, the main theme 
in the mind of the speaker was the 
problem of how he and his brother 
could get about from one pi i 
another within a limited radius. 
This episode in his expenci 

•ems to have 
profound impression on him; and 
justly, too, as he and his brother 
wore continually shadowed by ap 
but as there were no tragedies en- 
acted, and the comedies a 
and far between, it « lent 

that the audience, however gracious 
it may have been, was far less im- 
pressed. Hut a Philadelphia au 
dienoe id' deaf-mutes must not be 
confounded with a mob of hood- 
lums, as it is willing to swallow 
anything, out of courtesy, from the 
speaker, particularly it he be a 
"prophet" from "abroad" and 
" not without honor," . 
when a Philadelphia audion. 
deaf mutes swallows anything, it. is 
so everlastingly thankful for the

ceased, 7'i Maroy Avenue. In his 
address, the l{ev. A. W. Maim, 
after speaking of the uncertainty 
of life and the duty of being pre- 
pared for the final summons, spoke 
of his deceased f i iend as a good 
husband and kind father and as 
one given to hospitality. No one 
was turned from his door without 
being helped. In these particulars 
he will be long lememhered Asa 
churchman, be was "always In his 
place," at the service at St. Agnes' 
Mission, of which he was warden, 
lie was a zealous worker and liber- 
al giver even to Draco Parish, by 
whose |i"ople he was hold in high 
esteem, as attested by I ho many 
present al his funeral service. At 
Ihe church, Mrs Marks tendered

Mr. Meyer was among the older 
graduates of the Ohio Institution, 
having been admitted in 1858, 
leaving in 1S5!» Mis parents came 
from Germany and settled on the 
" West Side," Cleveland, where, 
on the 5ih of March, 1841, Mr 
Meyer was born, and whore most of 
his Surviving relatives still reside, 
though he had been a resident the 

greater part of his life on ihe East 
Side. When seventeen years old, 
under his father's instruction, who 

was himself a contractor and 

builder, he learned Ihe carpenter 
trade, anil sluek lo it until last - 
son, when an accident rondeied 
him unlit to work That he was 
industrious, is apparent, for de- 
spite Ihe fact i hal, al Ihe death of 
his father, he was bequeathed .a 
goodly sum, he preferred to keep 
on al his trade, In ISHii he was 
married to Miss Catherine .1 Long 
head, also a former pupil of the 
school here. To this union two 
daughters and tWO sons were born, 
tho (ddesl, Mrs. Dora BisseU, of 
■una. Wash., and who last Fall 
had come east on a visit, Mrs 

Elisabeth Whitmarah, of Maaall

Tuesday The State 
Journal gives the following account 
of his life and death : 

" Just as the whistles of the Pan- 
handle shops were blowing for the 
noon hour yesterday, the spirit of 
one of the company's oldest em- 
ployes, William Shoppard, fled. 
Deaf and dumb throughout bis life, 
he was a carpenter for tho Pau- 
handle for many years. 

Kaoh day he was required to 
cross all the tracks in otder that he 
might get to his work. In all his 
time lie never had an accident. 
He was a very keen observer and 
did not run the risks that a man 
who possessed all his faculties 
would have done. 

LEARNS TWO TRADES. 

Mr. Shoppard was born June 
29ih, 1830, in Leaps, Kinus Count \ , 
Ireland, and a part of his early life 
was spent as a gardener until he 
became 87 years of age, when he 
came to America. He was educat- 
ed iti the Clareinonl Institute for 
Deaf and Dumb, at Dublin, and 
later learned tho printer's trade 
and Ihe carpenter -'.rade, which he 
followed ihe remainder of his life 

" When he came to America, Mr. 
Sheppard settled in Toronto, Can- 
ada, where he worked for eight 
years at his trade. Later he came 
to the Piqua shops, west of the city, 
and has been with the Pennsyl- 
vania shops as a carpenter ever 
si no 

He was skilled in his work, and 
faithful lo his employer. Mr. Shep- 
pard became a member of Trinity 
Church, in 1 Stilt, and was a faithful 
attendant, Christian-like in all Ins 
acts. 

In 1866, he was married to Miss 
Sarah Collins, a graduate of the 
institution, the ceremony beingper 
formed by Dr. G. o Fay, being his 

first, as he had but recently become 

Superintendent of the Institution. 

Mrs. Sheppard died in 1897. Three 
children are left, all residing in Co- 
lumbus, .Limes G,, Win. C, and 
Miss Anna, the latter, since her 
mother's death, residing with and 
keeping house for her fa, her, and 
to whom she was most devoted, ten- 
derly oaring for all his wants. 

Mr. Sheppard had worked for the 
Panhandle Railroad Company lor 
thirty-five years, and when he had 
reached Ihe age limit prescribed by 
the company, he was forced loquit. 
He was, however, given a monthly 
pension of one-third the salary he 
received at the time of his' dis- 
charge, 

The funeral was held at his re- 
sidence, 471 Hamilton Avenue, 
Thursday afternoon, Rev, F M 
lvumler officiating, with Mr. Leon 
Qdebreehl as interpreter for the 
deaf present.

Washington, D C, March 16 

—Miss Mary S. Gil relt, of Phila 
delpbla, gave an instructive exhi- 
bition of the value of her system of 
training deaf children before the 
Senate Committee on Education 
and Labor to-day. The committee 
Rave a hearing to those inter 
in a bill introduced by Senator Du- 
bois, of Idaho, making an appro- 
priation of $100,000 for the training 
of teachers to instruct deal chil- 
dren before they .tie of school age by 
the lip reading system devised by 
Miss Garret! and her sister, the late 
Miss Emma Garrett. 

Miss Mary S. Garrett is superin- 
tendent of the Home for the Train- 
ing in Speech of Deaf Children 
before they are of school age, locat 
ed in Philadelphia. Early in tin- 
session she visited Washing! ior 
with a dozen of her pupils. 

AIDED BY SENATOR KNOX. 

She exhibited their ability on lip 
reading to Senator Knox, who 
became interested in her plans, and 
agreed to help hoi. The bill in- 
troduced by Senator Dubois 
the result. 

Miss Garrett was accompanied 
to-day by one pupil, a hrighi liule 
girl who is totally deaf and was 
thought to be a mute, nut h.-i- 
taught to articulate. 

Miss Garrett explained her sys- 
tem of instruct ion, and then asked 

her little pupil a number of ques- 
tions, which the child understood 
by watching her lips, and gave 
prompt and satisfactory replies. 
She also answered questions put to 
her by Senators Dolliver, Flint, 
Piatt, Stone and Newlands. 

Miss Garrett contended that by 
her system of training, deaf chil- 
dren nan learn articulate speech and 
language by the use of tl 
all piactical purposes, as well as 
children who can hear, and can in 
mosl cases be later educated In the 
common schools with children who 
can hear, provided they have this 
training in early childhood. 

WiHUl SPREAD SYSTEM. 

The bill advix'nted by her appro- 
priates $100,000 ior the expen 
training not less than one hundred 
persons to become qualified teachers 
in her svstem of teaching undei her 
training. 

The Committee referred ihe whole 
subject to a sub-committee, consist- 
ing of Senators Dolliver, Flint and 
Stone. They will investigate the 
merits of the system and confer with 
the officials of Gallaudet College for 
Deaf-Motes regarding it before 
making their report.
